‘The Lieutenant-General the Count 
de Lautrec, was laft Week in the State of Yenice, to 
take a View of feme Places upon the Lake de Garda, 
in order that he may judge what Meafures will be pro- 
per to.be taken to hinder the Imperial ‘Troops irom 
landing there, in cafe their Generals defign to bring 
them back by that Lake, the lower Part ot which ex- 
tends to Riva-Reif in the Tyrol, a fortify’d Place, and 
vety proper for an Embarkation. ‘The Count has alio 
been to fee if an advanced Poit can be eftabliih’d in 
the Peninfula of Sermione, in the fame Lake. Curi- 
ofity draws a great Number of Officers, and other 
Perfons thither, every Day to fee the Ruins of a 
Grotto, ftanding in the Water, which the Inhabitants, 
by a miitaken ‘Tradition, believe was the Refidence of 
the ingenious Catullus, that famous Latin Poet, fo well 
known for his witty Epigrams, who flourifhed A. R. 
705, and was banifhed to this Ifland. ‘Tho’ the 
Notion of his Banifhment is efpoufed by feveral Ita- 
lian Authors, "tis more probable that Catullus was 
born in this Grotto ; for feveral skilful Commentators, 
fuch as Hofman and Baille, fay, that the famous Ca- 
tullus was born in the Ifle ‘of Sermione, and died at 
Rome. 

The Spanifh Troops at the Siege of Mirandola, fir’d 
at firft from four Mortars, but now they have no more 
than two fit for Service ; and ‘tis believed that if the 
Siege advances no better than it has done hitherto, the 
Garifon may be able to hold out till the zoth Inflant ; 
for Deferters fay, that by the firft Inftant the Befieged 
had loft but very few Soldiers, and that the Governor 
diftributed Provifions in abundance to the Gariien, to 
encourage them to make a ftout Defence: They add, 
however, that the Befiegers Cannon had diimounted 
two--Cannons on-the-Oatworks. Diftempers are as 
rife as ever among the Troops of the three Crowns. 

Hanover, Aug. 20. On ‘luefday lait the 16th Init. 
between 8 and g in the Morning, the King, attended 
by the whole Court, went into the Mountains called 
the Duyfters, near Kolfter Wenigfen, about three 
German Miles from hence, where the Peafants having,

‘The Siege of Mantua is only re- 
tarded for want of the Artillery expected from Sicily, 
and therefore the Duke de Montemar is expected: here 
to haften it forward, as foon as ’tis landed. 

Paris, Aug. 24. M. Mendez, who has the Care of 
the Kimg of Portugal’s Affairs at this Court, has pro- 
vided three magnificent Tents here for his Matter, in 
one of which there’s’ a Council Chamber, a Bed 
Chamber, two Ward-robes and three Salons. Severat 
Perfons of Diftinétion haye been to view thém. The 
Duke de Richelieu has exhibited a Claim to mof of 
the Houtes about the Garden of the Royal Palace, and 
has demanded of the Proprietors to reftore them 3-alledg- 
ing, that his Grandfather who fold them, had no 
Right to doit; becaufe the Cardinal de Richelieu, by

Modena, Aug. 3. The Spaniards carry on the Siegé 
of Mitandola with great Lofg, by reafon of the Sallies 
of the Garifon; nor has ‘their Cannon any Effect, 
their Battery being three Quarters of a Mile ftom the 
Place; fo that the Bullets,finitead of reaching the Walls; 
drop into the Out-works. At this rate ’us faid, they 
will not be Matters of the Place in two Months; be- 
fides that the Defertion is extraordinary, and ‘tis 
reckon’d the Beliegers are diminifhed by above 4000 
Men. a 

Milan, Aug. 3. They talk there of a Mifunderftand- 
ing between the King of Sardinia and the Duke de 
Montemar the Spanifh General, who has difmified the 
little Piedmonteie Cannon from his Camp, and the 
Duke de Noailles, who is expected here this Evening, 
has fent away all the Picdmontefe Suttlers that were in 
his Army. 

Venice, Auguft 5. We have now received Letters 
from Conftanunople by Sea, which confirm, that on 
the 2d of June a bloody Battle was fought between 
Kars and Ganges, by the Ottoman Army confifting of 
110,000 Men, and by the Perfians amounting te 
140,000, who attacked the Turks by a Stratagem, on 
4 Sides at once, and afterwards defeated them ; that 
the Seraskier Kiuperli, with 5 Bafhaws, were killed on 
the Spot; that 50 or 60,000 of their Soldiers were 
killed, wounded and taken Prifoners, and that the 
Artillery, Baggage and Cheft of War, remained in the 
Power of the Cenquerors. 

Parma, Aug. 6. Tis pretty certain that the Gover- 
nor of Mirandola, in which the Spaniards have made 
a Breach, tho’ he makes a vigorous Defence, will de- 
mand a Capitulajion, if he has not Hofes of being 
relieved in 8 Days; but "tis queftioned whether the 
Duke de Montemar will grant him any other Terms 
than furrendering a: Diicretion. 

Tis admir’d here, that the 
Dutch Envoy has taken. ne manner of Notice for a
